Sinoo the battle fougnt by Lawton 


near Bacoor the cry to send more men 
to Manila has been raitad in certain 
quarters. This desire to see more sol- 
diers in

intense than heretofore acd that tho 
tattle was one of tho huruest during 
the war. 
It is probably true the battle 


\vas the hardest and yet when 0110 con- 
siders that out of the 3000 men engaged 
tinder Las\toii 
10 Americans \vere 


killed and from 20 to Si) were wounded, 
considering the loss after all the Fili- 
piuo resistance, amounted to very little. 
A-i a matter of facs 
tho Filipino 


rebellion has 
betu 
magnified into 


ridiculous proportions. 
Tho Ameri- 


can losses Jiave beou insiguihcant since 
the thu reboOion broke into hostilities 
on the f.i-1'1. 
Take as an example the 


report ab to the losses lu the Oregon 
reginiout uo\v ou its wny Loma 
That 


regiment has been iu u largo number 
of engagements nnd was active every 
day of the campaign, and yet it is re- 
ported by General Otis that this regi- 
ment, (jet of a total number of 1K!5 
-officers nud men, only 6,2 wero lost by 
death in battle, from •wounds and iioui 
disease, beiugilets than 6 per ceut in a 
totiil b'jrvico of one year. 
This indi- 


cates a very modeiate war aud instead 
of causing n dosiia that more men be 
sent to tho front it should satisfy the 
American people that Filipino ro- 
belhou is a commonplace aud in- 
significant affair. 


Those who demand that more troops 


should bo forwarded to the Philip 
pines lose sight of the fact that out of 
33,000 men now there not more than 
7000 have been engaged in any ono of 
the several campaigns aud in most 
cases as in the present campaign uudo: 
Lawton, not more than from 2000 to 
SOOO participate. 
Of course to those 


unfamiliar with military campaigning 
it booms easy to surround or over- 
power a weak enemy by rushing troops 
iu, but all such people fail to consider 
the topography of the country ant 
the difficulties encountered in thes,0 


campaigns. 
Grant had more 
tbau 


100,000 men at the Wilderness, but he 
could not at any time use more thau 
50,000, except to fill up for the losses 
sustained. It required good roads and 
biidges aud wagon trains to campaign 
with large bodies of men and to hgh 
battles. An army of 2000 to 4000 men 
can RO where 20,000 could not go 
•when the matter of switt movement 
is considered. It will be remembered 
that ilacArthur's campaign to i'er- 
naudo was made with 7000 men, but

be to garrison captured towns, which 
are not worth holding. What is needed 
is not captured towus but to get at 
aud defeat the Filipino armies. 
This 


has beeu successfully dona and tha 
next best possible move in the Philip- 
pines would be to withdraw all troopg 
to Manila aud induce the Filipinos to 
invest the city again as a means of 
getting at their forces again and ad- 
ministering another discouraging de- 
feat. 
There is no doubt this course 


would be pursued if it were not tha' 
the moral effect on this country would 
be bad. Prom any point of view there 
seems to be no necessity for more 
troops iu the Philippines than General 
Otis has recommended.
